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iiddres.ses is dussell Thonpson's notes 

All tlmt are cle*ar and correct are in the saiae nci{?;hborhood, rou^-’h jaid old sections 
near the waterfront, uptown froia the ^.^uarter and/or in the Garden District. They are 
random bcidly, as the pictures will show. I took a nuiabor in each direction at each ix)int 
or approximate point. In all cases a bar is nearby, in most cases prohiinently. Except 
f|jr tne cemetery, all are places vjhere no attention vjould be i3aid to a stranger, where 
no questions v/ould be asked of anyone. 

iiost interesting of all is 1808 Carondelet. Tliis is in the garden District, almost 
at Felicity, v/liLch is on the Canal Street side. It is on tlie idver side of the stree t, 
one of SviVer:\l onoe-fine olvl homes. The district iio'’ seevri:; to b-. prodorri.n. jitly black, 
rretondiiig lii old ho. .os, 1 learned {‘/■•a I s. vcral yuaro wc a ownor bought 

this place aiiu started to remodel it. The inside was completed when it was rented, but 
those renting it vrrecked it. The ivord used v/as "vandalized". It was rented furnished, 
and apparently V7liat v/as not v/recked v/as stolen. The repair of the outside, never begun, 
was never made, as tlie pictures will show. The neighbors are after the city to tear it 
down. The pictures v/ill also show that tlie place is overgrom v;ith v/eeds. The property 
is for sale, so posted, prominently. 

The noighbors could not place the time accurately, but say at least tv/o and a half 
years ago tlie place was used and had for a vfhile been used by vegrants. The lock that 
was then placed on the iron gate in tlie fence is meaningless, for the fe>nce is lov7 and 
easily scaled. 

V/liat I aiQ suggesting is that tliis v/ould be an ideal rendezvous for almost any kind 
of criminal activity, iuid I sui^gest that of all the addresses in tliis l<ii*ge area, it is 
a rather exceptional coincidence tliat one of tiuLs cliaracter shows up. It is odd that 
anyone could li-jLve known of it, and it is a place where strangers wore common imd unheeded. 

8t. dospeh appears several tiiaes. At one point on the dock side, near the river from 
V7liich it runs, railroad tracks run in it. Driving on it liad to be very slow, the paving 
is in such bad sliape. Getting to it I took Front Street from the Dov/iitovTn or Canal Street 
side. I started taking pictures at Dotre Dame to give an idea of the character of the 
neighborhood. Tliese pictures are towared the uptov7n and the river. I then took two of 
St. Joseph, both ways. At St. Joseph and Carondelet I took four more. 

(iit tliis point in thii typing, 9^20 a*m. , there was a phone call. 1 picked up the 
phono, heard music in the background for a second, mid then tlie caller hung up. I phoned 
the office, askedif there liad been a caller who had hung up when I answered, and v/as told 
"Yes, sorae woman . " ) 

To this point, with the lapseof some time, I liad seen but tv70 people, both black, 
both driving cars. One on Front and one v7ho happened to follow me out St. Joseph, then turned 
downtovjn. As I V7. s talcing pictures at Carondelet and *^t. Joseph one of tlireo black wdnos 
panhandled me for a quarter and was so exstatic when x gave it to him ho called joyously 
to the other two, v.ho follov7ed liim toward downtown on Carondelet. 

Thereis no I'olymiia, but in the same area thei’e is a Folyjioiia, where, at the corner 
of Pyytania, I took the last of the pictureson the color film. 1 began the Triex at St. 

Joseph and Carondelet where 1 took, I think, five shots. 

The note "V/ of Carrel I took to moan the west side of a short single block Carrol, ’ 

imnning from Foydras to Perdido. An ornate building with "Le Pavnillon" on the poaiment 
is tlie entire west side. The pictures vdll show tliis mid the garage on the opposite side© 

On the theory tliis could be a shorthand refei'ence to them, 1 took shots of ti*70 rather 

better (as compared v/ith all the others at the general areas noted) cocktail lounges on 
Perdido. I started taking pictures from the neutral ground on Poydras.

If one goes out Canal ai'ter tliis jog 
(the note says "v/est edge of Greenwood Cemetery on Canal Blvd.'O one finds at the first 
block a small shopping center \/ith a KA:B drugstore and a Viinii-hixie store.. Between the 
jog or olfset, which is to the right of the straight stretch of Canal as one goes out from 
the center of tov/n, and tliis shopping center is a iniscellanous cluster of other neterprizes, 
including real-estate offices and ti-io more bars, first Bob Roth*s and then Iiaximilian ‘ 0 
Lounge, both on the right side as on is drivi gut. Theother is cemetery. There is also 
a gas station, -^liis first str*eet is Kosedale. 

Except for tliis cemetery note and the obviour.ly inaccurate ones involving 
v/.iarles, all are i;i th; saric part of to.-n, clo.s togv'ti:er, wlLloli me; \; 0 ;ider about 

lvon*s telling me (1 had written liiia and asked liim auout these addresses) th. t he could 
see no signiiicance in them. That they cluster so is one immediately— apparent significance, 

£md th -t they are all a tougli neighborhood is another, /motheris the clustering around 
►^t. Charles or its logical extension (th.. names of the streets cliange at Canal, on the 
i^uart.r side). 

Bt. Charles becomes Royal. 1 got twisted in trying to check the note "St. Charles 
be tv/een Toulouse and 3t, Peter" and checked Cliartres. 1*11 liave to check Royal for tliis 
block, but the character of the ^-uarter is such that without intiiiiate knowledge of such 
things as o\mersliip it is unlikv.ly anything from wliich a reasonable deduction can be made 
V7ill show. That block of Cliartres was very, very quiet for a Saturday night, and a very 
pleasant one. It holds the Alpine Bar, ti'7o restaurants (Le Banquette at the Canal end 

a fine one loiov/n to mu, specializing in beef flown in from Chicagx)^. It is or tv/o years 
ggo was owned by a friend uf Sciambral ) . V/hit predominates in this block is gift and 
craft shops. There V7as almost no pedestrian teiffic. 

I could not find Joseph at Chestnut and will attempt it a^^ain, on the theory that 
reference is to ->t. oseph. There is a Joseph. It runs parallel V 7 ith Bashville £ind is a 
couple of blocks toward the dov7ntwon or canal side of it. ^’his is near /.udobon Park in 
wliat is generally knov/n as the Cniversity section. It is a ligical extension of the same 
general notations of locations in the updioivn directiin, but it is some distance from 
them, iigoin, tliis is a section v/liere a stranger would go unnoticed unless there were some- 
th^g to nuilco him stand out. Hov/ever, it is not a place one w:>uld select without some special 
point and would not be easy for a stranger to find. It also is close to Bt. Charles Ave.
